With reference to KBH33RXRDK X may state that all fencer police agents provided they 
were not Gestapo agents were released after mat© or lass extensive internmant without 
benefit of trial.

X was not charged with homicide. Homicide constituted the fact that 11 errestoos 
failed to bo released from osap, The majority of them vers victims of air raids, in 
March 19 JO the roaster Gestapo trial took place. The District Attorney demanded 
pone tout lory sentence in ay case, forced labor for the other 8 accused and death sonteno 
for two other won. Oa 4 August 1950 X wai suddenly swsKonrd before the District Attomo: 
Who notified me that I would bo given a leave of absence to take effect iwediatoly 
hut that I would obligato pysclf to appear for reading of the finding in court* On 
the follotfing diigr.I vat released (copy of sy release order is attaehod hereto), ft 
January 1951 I received a written request to appear for trial cm V) February 1951 in 
ItneembourB, I couplyed with the request. Already at noon time of the first day of 
trial the court vac adjourned because one of ^ tho neabers thereof took ill of the flu. 

It was left to the discretion of the accused who at any rate were at liberty whether 
they wanted to appear for the mart session or whether they wanted to stay si fey* X 
preferred the latter, A certificate issued by the Military Auditor is attached hereto, 

X learned by hearsay that X had been sewtoncod to a term of five years in prison at a 
trial which took vm$$ in March 1951, So far X had not been sent the verdict* and it 
Is west likely that X will never get It.
